Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  duty  of  presenting  the  annual  report  on  the 
health  of  the  Urban  District  of  Hucknall  for  the  year  1953. 

Dr.  M.  J.  Collins  resigned  from  the  appointment  as  your 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  during  April  and  until  my  appoint- 
ment in  August,  Dr.  W.  R.  Perry,  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  for  the  Basford  Rural  District,  acted  as  your  Medical 
Officer. 


Infectious  Diseases. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  for  the  ninth  year  in  suc- 
cession no  case  of  diphtheria  has  been  notified.  Unfortunately 
it  is  not  sufficiently  appreciated  that  this  excellent  state  of 
affairs  is  in  a large  part  due  to  the  practice  of  immunisation 
during  infancy  and  childhood.  A growing  number  of  persons 
have  never  seen  a case  of  diphtheria  and  see  little  reason  to 
have  their  children  immunised.  They  owe  their  children  and 
the  community  a moral  duty  to  have  this  done,  since  if  the 
proportion  of  cases  immunised  in  the  population  falls  below 
a certain  level  the  disease  will  reappear  amongst  us. 


Tuberculosis. 

The  tuberculosis  death  rate  again  appears  to  be  well 
below  the  national  average,  but  this  should  not  lead  to  com- 
placency, for  a survey  of  the  last  five  years  shows  that  whilst 
the  national  rate  has  steadily  declined  and  is  now  less  than 
half  of  what  it  was  in  1948,  our  rate  has  remained  virtually 
the  same.  If  these  trends  continue  Hucknall  will  soon  have 
a worse  rate  than  elsewhere. 

In  view  of  the  known  value  of  rehousing  tuberculosis 
patients  and  their  families,  it  is  possible  that  more  may  have 
to  be  done  in  this  direction  in  the  future,  as  there  are  about 
11  tuberculosis  cases  awaiting  rehousing  in  the  District. 

Gas  tro- Enteritis. 

Many  people  treat  mild  attacks  of  dysentery  as  a matter 
of  no  consequence,  often  not  seeking  medical  advice.  Once 
this  disease  enters  a household  it  usually  spreads  to  all  the 


members  of  the  family  unless  the  utmost  care  is  taken  with 
personal  hygiene  and  in  the  preparation  of  food.  This  is  a 
matter  where  each  individual  can  make  a real  contribution  to 
the  health  of  the  community.  Advice  and  help  from  the  family 
doctor  and  the  Council’s  Health  Department  are  available  and 
should  be  sought  at  the  first  sign  of  illness. 

Smoke  Abatement. 

Much  useful  information  as  to  the  correct  and  most 
economical  methods  of  improving  the  atmospheric  pollution 
of  the  area  could  probably  be  obtained  by  joining  the  City  of 
Nottingham’s  scheme  for  measuring  air  pollution  and  should 
be  considered  at  an  early  date ; in  addition,  better  stoking  of 
existing  fires  would  undoubtedly  improve  conditions.  It  is 
not  yet  fully  realised  that  classes  for  stokers  are  obtainable 
in  the  evening  in  Nottingham  to  which  employers  can  send 
their  staff,  the  saving  in  fuel  which  follows  more  than 
recovers  the  purely  nominal  fees  in  a matter  of  days. 


F ood. 

The  standard  of  food  hygiene  in  the  local  shops  continues 
to  be  very  high ; this  is  largely  due  to  the  industry  and  the 
instructions  given  by  your  Sanitary  Inspector  combined  with 
a willing  co-operation  on  the  part  of  the  shopkeepers  who 
know  that  in  the  long  run  cleanliness  pays  good  dividends.

Of  the  total  sixteen  deaths  before  one  year  of  age,  ten 
took  place  under  one  week,  all  these  being  due  to  prematurity, 
birth  injury  and  allied  causes. 


DEATHS  (see  Tables  VI  and  VII) 

The  total  number  of  deaths  recorded  was  215  : Males 
107,  Females  108.  This  is  a decrease  of  14  as  compared  with 
last  year,  and  gives  a rate  of  9.22  per  1,000  population.  Rate 
for  1952  was  9.78  per  1,000  population. 

The  main  causes  of  death  were  : Diseases  of  Heart 
and  Circulatory  System  (Nos.  18  to  21)  63,  Vascular  Lesions 
of  Nervous  System  (No.  17)  35,  Cancer  (Nos.  10  to  15)  46, 
Diseases  of  Respiratory  System  (Nos.  22  to  25)  28.

I am  indebted  to  Mr.  H.  W.  Rhodes,  your  Surveyor 
and  Engineer,  for  the  following  statement  on  Public  Health 
Works  under  his  supervision  : — 


1.  Water  Supply. 

New  mains  have  been  laid  on  the  Ruffs  Farm  Housing 
Estate,  Stage  VI,  and  a main  has  been  laid  to  the  Forge  Mills 
Cottages.  The  supply  to  the  town  was  well  maintained 
throughout  the  year.  Analyses  received  from  the  Public 
Analyst  show  that  its  quality  is  consistently  very  good. 


2.  Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  new  sewer  connecting  the  town’s  drainage  to  the 
City  of  Nottingham’s  system  was  almost  completed  during 
the  year,  as  well  as  the  subsidiary  sewers  to  the  houses  in 
Nottingham  Road.  The  Sewage  Works  functioned  satisfac- 
torily throughout  the  year  but  has  now  been  closed  down. 


3.  Swimming  Baths. 

The  Public  Baths  were  well  patronised  again  through- 
out the  year,  and  the  Council  decided  to  prepare  a scheme 
for  the  improvement  and  alteration  of  the  existing  building. 
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ACTION  TAKEN  UNDER  THE 


FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1938. 


These  Regulations  are  under  the  administration  of  the 
Notts.  County  Council. 

Mr.  T.  L.  E.  Gregory,  Chief  Inspector,  has  furnished 
the  following  particulars  : — 

Two  hundred  and  seventy-eight  samples  of  articles  in 
common  use  were  obtained  for  examination  and  analysis,  of 
which  thirty-four  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst  and 
two  hundred  and  forty-four  tested  by  the  Inspectors.  Two 
hundred  and  thirty-three  samples  proved  genuine.  Forty-two 
samples  of  milk  were  found  to  be  deficient  in  milk  solids  due 
to  natural  causes.  One  sample  of  sausages  was  found  to  be 
21%  deficient  in  meat  and  on  prosecution  a fine  of  £5  and 
costs  was  imposed.  A prosecution  was  pending  at  the  year 
end  in  respect  of  a sample  of  non-brewed  condiment  which 
was  found  to  be  deficient  in  Acetic  Acid.

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PREVENTION  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS 
AND  OTHER  DISEASES 


The  total  number  of  notifications  of  infectious  disease 
(including  tuberculosis)  was  761,  an  increase  of  513  compared 
with  1952.  This  large  increase  is  almost  entirely  accounted 
for  by  the  epidemic  of  measles  which  occurred  during  the 
early  months  of  the  year.

Diphtheria.  This  is  the  ninth  successive  year  that  no 
notification  of  Diphtheria  has  been  received  in  the  district. 
During  the  year  under  review,  217  pre-school  children  and  52 
school  children  received  the  full  immunising  course.  In  addi- 
tion, 154  children  received  “booster”  injections.

HOME  NURSING  SERVICE 

Two  District  Nurses  (S.  Higham  and  E.  McHugh, 
Nurses’  Home,  Beardall  Street,  Hucknall)  are  now  employed 
whole-time  in  general  nursing,  and,  in  addition,  the  part-time 
services  of  Nurse  Sutton  are  available  for  this  service. 
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MATERNITY  OUTFITS 


Sterilised  maternity  outfits  containing  all  dressings 
necessary  for  the  conduct  of  a domiciliary  confinement  are 
supplied  free  of  charge  on  the  certification  of  the  midwife 
engaged  or  the  Health  Visitor. 


CARE  OF  PREMATURE  BIRTHS 

The  provision  of  draught-proof  cots  with  hot-water 
bottles,  blankets,  etc.,  and  an  ambulance,  is  made  for  all 
premature  infants  requiring  transportation  to  hospital.  The 
midwife  accompanies  the  infant  on  the  journey  to  hospital. 

Similarly  equipped  cots  are  provided  for  such  infants 
nursed  at  home. 

The  services  of  a Consultant  Paediatrician  are  available 
when  required. 


HOME  HELP  SERVICE 

Home  Helps  are  available  where  domestic  Help  is 
required  owing  to  the  presence  of  any  person  who  is  ill, 
lying-in,  an  expectant  mother,  mentally  defective,  aged,  or  a 
child  not  over  compulsory  school  age.  The  charge  for  this 
service  is  2/9d.  per  hour,  but  where  the  recipient  is  unable 
to  afford  this  standard  charge,  the  County  Council’s  Scale  of 
Assistance  is  applied. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  was  an  establishment  of 
thirty-five  Home  Helps  on  the  joint  district  of  Hucknall  and 
Eastwood,  nineteen  of  whom  are  available  in  Hucknall  Urban 
District. 

Cases  in  need  of  help  should  be  reported  to  the  Sub- 
Office  at  66,  High  Street,  Hucknall  (Telephone  Hucknall  93). 
It  is  particularly  important  that  expectant  mothers  wishing 
to  book  a Home  Help  for  their  confinements  should  do  so 
at  an  early  date  in  order  that  adequate  arrangements  may  be 
made.

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  this,  my  twenty-HSth 
Annual  Report. 

Complaints  received  concerning  damage  to  dwelling- 
houses  by  colliery  subsidence  have  been  rather  less  than  last 
year,  and  the  work  of  making  good  the  damage,  both 
temporary  and  permanent  repairs,  has  proceeded  satisfac- 
torily. Two  houses  in  Cavendish  Street  were  demolished. 

The  destruction  of  vermin,  particularly  rats,  mice,  ants 
and  cockroaches,  occasioned  many  visits  and  some  worry 
during  the  year,  but  the  continued  use  of  baits  and  powders 
appears  to  have  had  very  good  effect. 

During  the  Summer  a number  of  unsatisfactory  samples 
of  ice-cream  caused  some  alarm,  but  the  trouble  was  eventu- 
ally traced  to  defects  in  two  ice-cream  plants  and  had  no 
connection  with  unsatisfactory  conditions  in  the  factories. 
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The  work  of  Public  Cleansing  gave  much  cause  for 
satisfaction  and  very  little  trouble. 

The  bonus  scheme  which  was  introduced  half-way 
through  the  previous  year  had  encouraging  results,  but  it 
was  hardly  large  enough  to  have  a real  and  lasting  effect. 
The  work,  a heavy,  dusty  and  tiring  job,  needs  to  be  done 
with  almost  clock-like  precision,  despite  unfavourable  weather 
conditions,  if  the  various  rounds  are  to  be  kept  up-to-date. 
This  needs  concentration  on  the  part  of  the  men  and  particu- 
larly on  the  part  of  each  driver.  If  the  driver  does  not  keep 
his  lorry  moving  fast  enough  or  is  away  at  the  refuse  tip  too 
long,  the  men  simply  cannot  earn  any  bonus.  A very  great 
lot  depends  on  the  ability  of  the  driver. 


HOUSING 

In  addition  to  the  table  of  work  carried  out  under  the 
Housing  Act,  supplied  to  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and 
found  in  his  report,  more  detailed  particulars  will  be  found 
in  the  report  following  the  “Summary  of  Work  Carried  Out 
Under  the  Public  Health  Act.” 


SHOPS  ACT 

Routine  inspections  have  been  carried  out  from  time 
to  time,  and  it  has  been  found  that,  generally  speaking, 
conditions  have  been  well  maintained. 


FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT 

As  much  time  as  possible  is  devoted  to  (a)  the  inspec- 
tion of  food;  (b)  the  premises  where  food  is  handled;  (c) 
premises  likely  to  be  infested  with  vermin — the  latter  because 
the  infestation  if  allowed  to  spread  may  involve  premises 
where  food  is  either  sold,  stored,  handled,  cooked  or  preserved 
and  could  contaminate  good  wholesome  food  and  thus  make 
it  unwholesome,  unfit,  or  even  infect  it  with  harmful  bacteria. 

Due  to  the  attention  given  to  primary  infestations  the 
spread  of  vermin  to  food  premises  has  been  almost  negligible. 

Schools,  works  canteens,  cafes  and  restaurants  have 
each  been  visited  in  turn;  special  attention  has  been  paid  to  all 
premises  where  food  is  prepared  or  cooked.  A very  high 
standard  of  hygiene  is  observed  by  most  food  handlers.

During  the  year,  regular  sampling  of  the  public  supply 
of  water  has  been  maintained,  52  samples  having  been  sub- 
mitted to  the  Public  Analyst.  Details  of  the  work  have  been 
supplied  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  will  be  found  in 
his  report.  Visits  have  been  made  during  the  year  to  the 
pit-head  baths,  to  the  Public  Baths  and  to  the  Lido,  9 samples 
(8  from  Baths  and  one  from  Lido)  being  taken  and  sub- 
mitted to  the  Public  Llealth  Laboratory  for  analysis. 


VERMINOUS  PREMISES 

During  the  year,  33  houses  or  parts  of  houses  were 
sprayed  with  a proprietary  brand  of  insecticide  for  bugs  4, 
cockroaches  9,  ants  19,  and  wood  lice  1. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


Eight  houses  were  disinfected  with  formalin  gas,  and  a 
quantity  of  bedding  was  destroyed. 
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RATS  AND  MICE  DESTRUCTION  ACT 


During  the  year  under  review,  only  23  complaints  of 
rats  and  4 of  mice  were  received.  They  were  as  follows: — 
Private  houses  25,  business  premises  2.  In  each  case  effective 
steps  were  taken  to  eradicate  the  pests. 

During  the  year  the  sewers  were  pre-bated  and  baited. 
The  Sewage  Farm  and  refuse  tip  were  pre-baited  and  baited 
until  no  further  takes  occurred.  At  the  end  of  the  year  the 
areas  were  almost  free  from  rats. 

During  the  year  bait  was  laid  as  follows  : — 13^  stones 
rusks,  2 lbs.  zinc  phosphide,  7 lbs.  arsenic,  2 stone  red  squill 
biscuits,  57  lbs.  oatmeal,  3 lbs.  warfoarin. 

SANITARY  SUPERVISION  OF  MUSIC  HALLS, 
THEATRES,  ETC. 

The  two  local  cinemas  and  dance  halls,  etc.,  have  been 
visited  from  time  to  time,  and  on  each  occasion  were  found 
to  be  satisfactory. 

FACTORIES  ACT,  1937 

The  above  Act  requires  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
to  submit  a report  in  prescribed  form  to  the  Home  Office  each 
year  and  members  will  find  in  his  report  particulars  of  this 
work.  It  relates  to  sanitary  accommodation  and  lists  of  out- 
workers. 

These,  of  course,  are  not  the  only  duties  with  which  a 
Local  Authority  is  concerned,  so  I take  this  opportunity  of 
mentioning  the  other  matters  which  your  Council  have  dealt 
with  during  the  year. 

1.  Canteens. 

Supervision  has  been  maintained  over  all  the  works 
canteens  supplying  full  meals,  and  occasional  visits  to  those 
supplying  tea  and  snacks. 

2.  Means  of  Escape  in  Case  of  Fire. 

It  is  the  duty  of  each  local  authority  to  ensure  that 
factories  have  adequate  means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire. 
Because  of  alteration  in  ownership  or  because  of  structural 
alteration,  a proportion  of  the  factories  are  now  without 
up-to-date  certificates.  In  the  early  part  of  the  year,  with 
the  help  of  your  late  Surveyor,  a start  was  made  with  the 
preparation  of  the  necessary  plans,  which  would  be  attached 
to  the  certificates.  However,  because  of  changes  in  staff, 
etc.,  the  work  was  not  completed  and  only  slow  progress  is 
being  made  with  the  work. 

3.  Smoke  and  Effluvia  Nuisances. 

Three  complaints  were  received  and  investigated  during 
the  year.  In  each  case,  following  interviews  with  the  persons 
concerned,  improvements  were  noted.

PET  ANIMALS  ACT 

The  number  of  premises  registered  for  the  sale  of  pets 
is  three,  including  one  market  stall. 

The  aim  of  the  Act  is  to  prevent  unnecessary  suffering 
to  pets  offered  for  sale.  Provision  must  be  made  for  their 
proper  feeding  and  cleanliness  and  for  their  proper  care  and 
attention  when  the  premises  are  closed  and  the  owner  is  away. 

In  all  cases  adequate  and  proper  arrangements  have 
been  made  and  the  pets  are  properly  cared  for. 

NOTTINGHAMSHIRE  COUNTY

Under  the  above  Act,  27  Hairdressers,  Barbers,  etc., 
and  2 Hawkers  have  been  registered.  In  all  cases  the  premises 
have  been  found  satisfactory  on  visiting.

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REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL  COST  STATEMENT,  1953/54 

(Financial  Year  ended  31st  March,  1954) 
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PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 


Collection.  No  change  has  been  made  in  the  system  of 
refuse  collection  during  the  year.  Two  totally  enclosed  rear 
loading  vehicles  are  employed,  assisted  in  loading  by  means 
of  hydraulic  rams,  and  each  having  a crew  of  six  loaders  and 
a driver.  Assistance  is  occasionally  given  by  an  additional 
side  loader  with  driver  and  loaders  as  required.  A bonus 
system  is  in  operation  and  a limited  amount  of  salvaging  is 
done  at  the  refuse  tip. 

Disposal.  All  the  refuse  is  disposed  of  on  the  tip 
adjoining  the  River  Leen.  This  tip  has  been  in  constant  use 
since  1946.  During  the  year  a caterpillar  tractor  was  engaged 
to  strip  a further  2\  acres  of  top  soil  and  to  cover  2 acres  of 
completed  tip. 

Very  little  trouble  has  been  experienced  during  the 
year  with  the  presence  of  rats.  In  fact,  the  tip  is  virtually 
free  from  them. 

Two  men  are  engaged  on  the  tip  to  carry  out  the  system 
of  controlled  tipping,  but  their  work  has  been  seriously 
hampered  by  trespassers  who  do  much  damage,  particularly 
by  firing  it.  All  this  adds  greatly  to  the  cost  of  disposal. 


In  conclusion,  I would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of 
thanking  the  Council  for  the  interest  they  have  shown  in  the 
work  of  this  Department.  I would  also  like  to  thank  my 
own  staff  for  their  loyal  support  at  all  times,  and  my 
colleagues  in  other  Departments  for  their  valuable  co-opera- 
tion.
